Forest fire 
started

About 150 acres of forestland 
near Smith Bridge Road, north of 
M-72 East, fell victim to fire last 
Friday, May 24 when someone 
accidentally started a blaze while 
trying to get rid of some catepillars 
using a blow torch. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield said the fire started 
shortly before 2:30 p.m. and quick- 
ly spread through the dry forest 
floor and trees with the help of stiff 
winds. 

Michigan Department of Natural 
Resources fire fighters and person- 
nel from South Branch Township 
Fire Department, as well as other 
departments, responded quickly 
and had the fire contained within a 
few hours, though the flames man- 


aged to jump the AuSable River for. 


a short time. 

Fire fighters remained on-scene 
well into the evening and returned 
the next morning to check on possi- 
ble “hot spots.” 

Steady rains on Saturday helped 
prevent flare-ups or re-kindling at 
the site. 


The fire resulted in no injuries 


and no loss of structures. Sheriff 
Wakefield said the person who 
accidentally started the fire has 
admitted responsibility.

Work began last week on a major 

local road reconstruction project. 
.The project, which involves a 
portion of North Down River Road, 
will result in the resurfacing of 
about one smile of North Down 
(from the 1-75 overpass to M-93), 
and installation of curb, gutter and 
sidewalks in some areas of the 
roadway. 

“They are doing a lot of work on 
this one,” said Crawford County 
Road Commission Engineering 
Technician Tim McCarthy. 

Work on the project began early 
last week — about (wo wecks earlier 
than anticipated, so the job is 
already ahead of schedute. A com- 
pletion date of August 16 has been 
set, but “they could be done soon- 
er,” McCarthy said. Weather condi- 
tions could affect the speed in 
which the project progresses. 

Contractor for the job is M & M 
‘Construction of Gaylord, and sub- 
contractor Rieth-Riley will be 
doing the paving. 

The project involves crushing

cocaine deal gone wrong. 
‘Testimony in the case lasted near- 
ly eight days, with closing argu- 
ments the morning of May 24. That 
morning, Crawford County 
Prosecutor John Huss gave a synop- 
sis of what witnesses contributed 
during their testimony including 
dates and Umes of phone calls and 
sightings of both the victim and the 
suspect just prior to the murder. 
Perhaps a turmng point in the trial 
came when defense attorney James 
Hunt called Calvin Halfacre to the 


stand, under protest by Huss. Chief 


Judge Alton Davis allowed the testi- 
mony, but instructed the jury that 
Halfacre’s testimony was “not 
offered for its truth, but rather to 
show a state of mind” toward 
Johnson. 

Halfacre testified he picked up 
“Brave Dave” Krupinski on June 8, 
2001 while he was walking along 
South Grayling Road in Beaver 
Creek Township. Halfacre said 
Krupinski made a remark that sent 
chills up his spine. “Dave said he 
was going to burn Panda... he said 
he was tired of being roughed 
around and being tossed out... he 
said he going to tell the 
Crawford police about it and would 
be placed in the Witness Protection 
program until his Social Security 
cheeks kicked in.” 

Huss tested Halfaere’s credibility 
by asking him if his testimony was 
as truthful as his accusations that

Huss and Crawtord County Sheriff 
Capt. Art Clough conspired to. or 


actually planted cocaine at the scene 
of a 1999 motoreyele accident: in 
which Halfacre was involved and 
subsequently charged with) posses- 


sion of the drug. Halfacre. who was 


later acquitted of the drug charges 
replied, “Yes.” 

A few days earlier in the trial, 
jurors spent nearly 40 minutes read- 
ing transcripts from an interview 
between Johnson and investigators 
on August [4, 2001. 9 Johnson 
requested the meeting and had legal 
counsel present. Part of his state- 
ment included repeating at least 
twice something Michael Bergan 
said to him shortly after the murder. 
Bergan has been implicated in the 
crime, but has not been charged. 

Johnson told investigators, in part, 
“L wanted to let you know that. after 
you guys searched Mike Bergan’s 
house, he showed up at my house.” 
Johnson said Bergan was wearing 
gloves and was looking for a aiss- 
ing ammunition clip to the sawed- 
off .22 caliber gun he owned. 
Investigators believe this gun, which 


has been missing since the time of 


crime, may be the murder weapon. 
Johnson went on to tell Det. Rich 
Myer and Det. Tim Eenhard that 


Bergan said he killed Piehl and if 


Johnson said anything. he and his 
family “wouldn't be safe anymore 
and that it was deeper than | knew." 
Det. Lenhard of the Michigan 
State Police told the jury he was 
unable to locate Johnson anywhere 
in Michigan between June 11 and 
July 26, 2001, even though he 
advised Johnson not to leave the 
area without letting investigators 
know. Johnson was arrested while 
paying a traffic ucket at the 
Crawlord County Courthouse, on 
the advice of his first: attorney, 
David Fregolle. 
Investigators could not

his beard and dyed his hair around 
the time he was unavailable to 
investigators. Sheriff Kirk 
Waketield also confirmed after the 
trial that Johnson failed a lie detec- 
tor test during the investigation, 
results of which are, by law, inad- 
missable in court, 

Also toward the end of witness 
testimony, conflicting stories were 
told about Johnson's trip to Gilbert 
Trail to “buy a bag of dope.” 
Shannon Hebert testified he was not 
at home at the time Johnson claims 
he bought marijuana from him on 
May 29, 2001. A local electrical 
inspector confirmed Hebert was at 
rental property that day, waiting for 
an inspection, 

Hebert’s common-law — wile, 
Lissette Oquendo, then took the 
stand and told the jury she was the 
one who sold the bag to Johnson, 
even though he had first told inves- 
gators he bought i from a man. 
Oquendo, who was pregnant at the 
time of the murder, said she shared a 
marijuana cigarette with Johnson 
and talked for a while, accounting 
for the time he was missing from a 
party al a neighbor's house. 
Oquendo then described how inves- 
tigators came to her house and 
threatened to “trash her house” and 
turn her kids over to authorities if 
she did not tell them what they 
wanted (o hear. 

Det. Myer and Det. Lenhard gave 
a much different account of their 
visit with Oquendo. 

Judge Davis gave the jury instruc- 
tions on how to deliberate and what 
charges to consider just’ before 
Junchtime on Friday. Following 
lunch, the jury deliberated for less 
than three hours. During that time, 
jurors requested to hear the taped 


testimony of one of the witnesses. 
Shortly thereafter, around 4:20 p.m., 
Judge Davis read the jury’s unani- 
mous verdict of “not guilty as 
charged” to a jammed courtroom, 
freeing Johnson to leave the court- 
house and jail after 307 days of 
incarceration. 

Upon hearing “not guilty,” Piehl’s 
sister, Tricia, who among other fam- 
ily members, discovered his body 
that day nearly a‘year ago, wept 
openty in the arms of her mother, 
Kathy, as Piehl's father, David, 
Jooked straight ahead, shocked. 

As Johnson left the jail, he told 
the media, “I’m glad the truth pre- 
vailed and I feel terrible for the Piehl 
family. If there is anything I can do 
to help find the truth about who 
killed Shane, 1 will.” 

Upon hearing about Johnson's 
offer to help, Shane’s mother said, 
“If you really want to help, Randee, 
please come forward and tell what 
you know about Shane’s murder, 
We have lost a valuable member of 
our family and there is a baby who 
will grow up without his love.” 

Mrs. Pichl said she has always 
believed Bergan instigated the crime 
and duped Johnson into helping 
him. She said she wishes the jury 
could have heard about the lie detec- - 
tor test and how Johnson disguised 
himself while away from the area, 
“Justice was not served. We really 
felt, with all the evidence, it seemed 
pretty clear cut to us that Randee 
was involved. But, I really want to 
thank the prosecutor, police, and 
investigators for all their work.” 

“This trial is over,” she said chok- 
ing back tears, “but the pain is still 
there. I did learn one thing from 
this... you can survive, but the pain 
never goes away,”

Robinson expressed concern regard- 
ing the noise level in the recreation 
room and the lack of comfortable 
furniture. She suggested instead the 
COA look into the possibility of 
building a small room to be used as 
a sitting room and also act as the day 
care center, 

Board member Shelley Pinkesman 
advised her colleagues that the 
Housing Commission owns the 
buildings that house COA. The 
Board then voted to have Anderson 
talk to the Housing Commission to 
see what could be done. 

Efforts to establish a day care cen- 
ter, serving area senior citizens and 
their caregivers, have been under- 
way for several months by both past 
and present Board members.

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TRAGIC EVENTS America has faced 
during the past 12 months have added sig- 
nificance to Memorial Day 2002. 

For the first time, on Memorial Day, 
America also mourns the deaths of nearly 
3,000 individuals who died in a most un- 
military way, while just going about their 
daily lives. 

The September 11] blood bath has kicked 
off a new and different type of warfare for 
the world -- a war against terrorism. The 
United States is at the forefront of this latest 
war, totally different than any other warfare 
in which our country has been engaged. 

Memorial Day was established in 
America to honor our war dead. Perhaps it 
may not be perfectly apt as a holiday to 
honor September 11] victims, but in a way 
the first victims of this new and different 
warfare can be considered victims of war, 
just as fittingly as those Americans who died 
on earlier military battlefields. 

One big difference is that most of those 
who died Jast September were not armed 


combatants, as were most of the victims of 
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earlier American wars. Most were civilians, 
just living their tives. 

The new frontier of the new war of terror- 
ism appears to be Main Street, U.S.A., nota 
distant battlefield,

AMERICANS HAVE a way of changing 
with the times, 

That's not all bad -- but maybe it’s not all 
good, either. 

Memorial Day, or Decoration Day, is an 
American invention. It began in the South in 
the 1860s, when a handful of southern 
women decorated graves of soldiers killed 
in the Civil War, both Confederate and 
Union. 

The observance over the years has deep- 
ened in meaning as America’s mititary casu- 
alty list has grown to include the dead from 
the Spanish American War, World War I, 
World War I, Korea, Vietnam, Persian Gulf, 
Somalia, Afghanistan... hopefully the 


casualty list will grow no more, bul reality 
indicates it will, 
The Grand Army of the Republic (GAR), 


dedicated to the Union cause, in 1868 
picked May 30 as its official observance of 
Memorial Day. Across the South, different 
states picked different dates for their 
Memorial Days, with several opting for 
June 3, the birth date of Jefferson Davis, 
first president of the Confederacy.

IN SMALLTOWN America of the past, 
Memorial Day brought a day of patriotic 
celebration. 

As a child growing up in Coldwater, I 
remember parades of veterans and schoo! 
bands marching to Oak Grove cemetery. My 
great grandfather, a proud Civil War veter- 
an, marched in those parades as long as he 
was able, then settled for riding down 
Chicago Street in a car, well past his 90th 
birthday. 


At the cemetery, some local politician. 


gave a speech -- never anything very mem- 
orable. Someone else recited the Gettysburg 
Address, the American Legion or Veterans 
of Foreign Wars drill squad fired a rifled 
salute, a high school bugler sounded Taps. 
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In the nearby Coldwater River, Gold Star 
mothers dropped {towers from the bridge to 
honor Navy dead. Veterans groups placed 
markers, flowers and flags on the graves of 
military veterans. 

Some version of this sort of observance 
still is practiced in many American commu- 
nities -- mostly smaller towns. 

To me, it's not like it was, but any com- 
parison of today with the past is mainly a 
matter of personal perspective. My memo- 
ries in 2002 are of my days as a kid growing 
up in the 1930s. Memory can be a tricky 
thing, and [am young no more.

But to most Americans, Memorial Day 
has become simply a long weekend, wel- 
comed as the start of summer. Honoring 
those who served their country has lessened 
in significance, but it may be sharpened in 
2002 because of September |! and its after- 
math. The traditional day has been 
moved from May 30 to a nearby Monday, to 
create an artificial long weekend, which fur- 
ther twists the reason for Memorial Day in 
the first place. 

The American people seem to like it that 
way, and it certainly doesn’t make a bit of 
difference to the deceased veterans whom 
Memorial Day was designed to honor. 

But it does detract from the meaning and 
significance of Memorial Day, and in doing 
so, it diminishes just a bit more of our 
American heritage.

The gasoline price roller 
coaster: What’s going on? 


To see if spring is just around the 
corner, the groundhog nowadays 
- looks not only for his shadow, but 
for spikes in gasoline prices as well. 
And what he sees may give him 
sticker shock. A dime increase in 
the price of gasoline takes $10 bil- 
lion out, of the hands of consumers 
and into the pockets of the oil indus- 
try. According to Federal Reserve 
Chairman Alan Greenspan, price 
spikes can “undermine both the real 
purchasing power and the confi- 
dence of consumers” and push the 
economy toward recession. 

How can we avoid these spikes? 
The report | released in April pre- 
pared by my Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigations 
staff, “Gas Prices: How Are They 
Really Set?,” shows that as fewer 
companies have gained more con- 
trol of the nation’s refineries, they 
can limit the supply of gasoline in 
order to charge higher prices. 

When supplies of gasoline are 
“tight” and inventories low, two 
things can happen. In normal times 
when the market is concentrated 
prices can be spiked before holidays 
with less fear of competition driving 
them back down. At other times, 
any disruption - such as a refinery 
outage or a pipeline break - will 
lead to a shortage and spike in price. 

And it appears oil companies 
have strategized about keeping sup- 
plies tight for that very reason. An 
internal BP document from 1999 
reflects this thinking with respect to 
the Midwest. The document pre- 
sents a discussion among senior BP 
executives of possible strategies to 
“increase Midwestern prices by | to 
3 cents per gallon,” by reducing the 
supply of gasoline in the Midwest. 

It lists some possible options 
including shutting down refining 
capacity, convincing cities to 
require reformulated gas that is not 
readily available, exporting product 
to Canada, even lobbing for envi- 
ronmental regulations that would 
slow down the movement of gaso- 


_ line in pipelines, shipping products 


other than gasoline in pipeliries that 


can carry gasoline, and providing 
incentives to others not to provide 
gasoline to Chicago. 

BP officials told the subcommit- 
tee staff that these ideas were only 
part of a “brainstorming” session 
and that none of the options for 
reducing supply was adopted, Even 
assuming that to be true, the fact 
that these kind of options’ to 
increase prices by reducing supplies 
was the topic of discussion is deeply 
disturbing. 

In an internal Marathon Ashland 
Petroleum document, Marathon 
even called Hurricane Georges a 
“helping hand” to oil producers 
because it “caused some major 
refinery closures, threatened off- 
shore oil production and imports, 
and generally lent some bullishness 
to the oi] futures market. 

Following the release of our 
report, the Federal Trade 
Commission announced a new 
effort to monitor gas prices nation- 
ally in order to identify areas where 
recent mergers may have led to 
higher prices. 

Three state attorney’s general rec- 
ommended to Congress that that we 
impose a moratorium on mergers in 
the oil industry in areas of high con- 
centration, We should also consider 
-- for areas like Michigan where gas 
prices go up and down together and 
stay in the same relationship to each 
other -- making such parallel pric- 
ing evidence of anti-competitive 
conduct. 

Other proposals include creating 
incentives for oil companies to 
maintain higher inventories and to 
amend antitrust laws to allow courts 
to find violations with lower levels 
of proof. 

Congress needs to consider these 
suggestions, because as long as con- 
centration in the refining industry 
continues to increase, Americans 
can expect price spikes to occur reg- 
ularly and to be another reason for 
the groundhog to scurry back into 
his hole.

The library more than doubled in 
size in 1995 as a result of support 
from Weyerhacuser and Lovells 
Township. The library now houses 
approximately 3,000 books, more 
than 100 books on tape, and over 
200 movies. There is also one com- 
pater connected to the Internet in the 
library. The children’s area, which 
is housed in the space the original 
library occupied, has a nice selec- 
tion of books and a table and two 
chairs that are just for kids.

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Kirtland’s 
manufacturing 
program earns 
certification 


Kirtland’s manufacturing pro- 
gram has met the highest qualifica- 
tions of the National Institute for 
Metalworking Skills (NIMS) to 
earn just the third such certification 
by a community college in 
Michigan. 

NIMS is a nonprofit organization 
formed in 1995 to support the 
development of a skilled work 
force for the metalworking industry 
in the United States. The institute 
assists metalworking industries in 
developing, writing, and validating 
skill standards, which serve to 
define benchmarks of training stan- 
dards for educational and company 
training programs. 

Instructor Leonard Miller's pro- 
gram has been dedicated as a NIMS 
Certified Training Program in the 
following Machining Level I mod- 
ules: Measurement, Materials & 
Safety; Job Planning, Benchwork 
and Layout; Milling; Drill Press; 


Surface — Grinding; Turning 
Between Centers; Turning- 
Chucking. 


The certification, through Apri! 
2007, is a powerful tool for recruit- 
ing both students and instructors to 
those schools that achieve it. 

"Any student who — leaves 
Kirtland with NIMS. certification 
will have a valuable portable cre- 
dential to show his or her next 
employer," said Paul Durbin, 
Kirlland's dean of vocational and 
technical programs. "Employers in 
the metal-working industry recog- 
nize NIMS as a stamp of approval 
and the credential means that the 
student has met the highest industry 
standards." 

Winning certification is a process 
that fakes between 18 months and 
two years during which the school 
must meet very specific education- 
al, technical and OSHA standards, 
then withstand a two-day inspec- 
lion by a three-member team that 
includes two industry representa- 
lives and one from education. 

"It's a very stringent process, no 
question about it," said Beverly 

Rudolph, NIMS certification 
director. "All of our skill standards 
are written and validated by indus- 
try." 

Kirtland’s vocational-technical 
programs are widely recognized as 
among the very best. 

"The technical programs there, 
whether it’s automotive, welding, 
machine tool or drafting are as 
good as any four-year institution in 
the country,” said Gerald Janisse, a 


Kirtland graduate who studied 


under Miller en route to an engi- 
necring degree from Ferris State. 
He is now employed as an engineer 
by Bosch Tools in Indianapolis. 
Area manufacturing firms have 
informed the college that there is a 
shortage of skilled workers in the 
region, Miller's goal for Kirtland is 
to provide training and education 
that will meet NIMS standards. By 
meeting these standards, students 
may be tested and certified in one 
or more metalworking processes.
